Mauney  Music  Building 
Is  Dedicated 


The  n;ame  Mauney  is  becoming  a  hall- 
mark at  Lenoir  Rhyne  college,  Dr.  F.  L. 
Conrad,  president  of  the  North  Carolina 
Synod  of  the  United  Evangelical  Lutheran 
church,  declared  when  he  spoke  at  the 
formal  dedication  for  Mauney  Music 
building  November  20. 

The  $352,000  music  building,  donated 
to  the  college  by  members  of  the  W.  K. 
Mauney  family  of  Kings  Mountain,  was 
formally  opened  Sunday  as  a  crowd  of 
approximately   1,200   persons  watched. 

Dr.  Voigt  R.  Cromer,  when  accepting 
a  giant  key  to  the  doors,  from  W.  K. 
Mauney,  Sr.,  remarked  that  it  was  "sym- 
bolic, both  of  the  actual  keys  to  the 
Miaimey  Music  building,  which  has  been 
in  use  since  summer,  and, 

"The    keys    to    your    pursestrings    and 


heartstrings,  which  have  been  with  the 
college  throughout  these  many  years." 
The  Mauney  name  also  appears  on  a 
Woman's   dormitory  erected  in  1928. 

Planned   Long    Ago 

The  building  ,  Dr.  Cromer  commented, 
has  been  in  the  offing  for  over  ten  years. 
It  was  at  a  church  convention  in  Iowa 
several  years  ago  that  the  Mauneys  first 
suggested    contributing  a   music   building. 

As  Dr.  Mauney,  a  Lenoir  Rhyne  alum- 
nus of  1910,  said  when  presenting  the  key, 
"Mrs.  Mauney  and  I  realized  that  the  fa- 
cilities for  music  education  at  Lenoir 
Rhyne  were  decidedly  inferior,  and  we 
thought  we  might  do  something  to  correct 
it.

"Today,  with  the  aid  of  our  sons,  the 
suggestions  of  Dr.  Cromer  and  the  college 
faculty,  and  the  architects  and  contrac- 
tor, there  is  an  adequate  building  nearby." 

Professor  Kenneth  B.  Lee,  head  of  the 
Lenoir  Rhyne  music  department,  termed 
the  building  "magnificent"  in  his  expres- 
sion  of  appreciation. 

Representatives  of  the  community  and 
other  institutions,  the  college  family,  and 
friends  of  the  college  were  welcomed  by 
Dr.  H.  E.  Isenhour  of  Salisbury,  chairman 
of   the   board   of  trustees. 

As  pcirt  of  the  dedication.  Miles  Mauney, 
part-donor  of  the  building,  and  his  wife, 
Dorothy  Phillips  Mauney,  noted  piano- 
violin  duo,  presented  a  concert  of  clias- 
sical  music. 

Open  House 

Following  the  dedication  proceedings, 
which  were  conducted  in  P.  E.  Monroe 
auditorium,  an  open  house  was  held  in 
the  music  building. 


The  building  is  of  conservative  con- 
temporary design,  harmonizing  in  archi- 
tecture with  other  buildings  recently 
erected  on  the  campus.  Its  two  floors 
contain  a  choral  room  which  seats  175 
and  miay  be  used  for  small  studio  recitals, 
a  band  room,  individual  studios,  26  prac- 
tice rooms,  an  organ  studio,  offices,  stor- 
age rooms,  and  a  lounge  large  enough,. 
for  small  receptions. 

In  addition  to  the  building,  the  Mauney 
gift  includes  a  $28,000  three-manual  Holler 
pipe  organ,  given  as  a  memorial  to  Ernest 
Mauney,  son  of  Dr.  Mauney,  and  also 
part-donor  of  the  building.  Ernest  died 
in  1958.  Four  Steinway  grand  pianos  and 
electronic  recording  and  listening  equip- 
ment complete  the  gift. 

Those  contributing  to  the  building  are 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  W.  K.  Mauney,  iand  sons, 
George  H.  Maimey,  William  K.  Mauney, 
Jr.,  David  Maimey,  Miles  H.  Mauney,  and 
Ernest  J.  Mauney,  deceased.

The  road  to  the  Holiday  Bowl  was  a 
long  and  glorious  one  for  the  Bruins, 
who  rolled  up  an  11-0-1  record  for  the 
year.  Most  of  the  year  they  were  ranked 
high  among  the  nation's  small  college 
football  polls  and  the  Bears  were  the 
number  one  team  according  to  the  NAIA 
grid   poll. 

Victories  came  on  ten  ocoasions  during 
the  regular  season  in  ten  tries.  Wins  were 
over  Wofford,  Newberry,  Presbyterian, 
Appalachian,  Guilford,  Western  Carolina, 
Georgetown,  East  Carolina,  Elon  and 
Catawba. 

After  the  regular  season  ended  aand 
the  Stasavich-coached  Bears  had  won 
their  sixth  straight  North  State  Confer- 
ence championship,  they  entered  the  East- 
em  NAIA  playoffs  for  the  second  year 
in  succession  with  Hickory  as  host. 

The  playoff  battle,  with  the  winner 
going  to  the  Holiday  Bowl,  was  as  close 
as  could  possibly  be.  Northern  Michigan 
rallied  for  three  last  half  touchdowns 
to  go  ahead  of  Lenior  Rhyne,  20-13. 

However,  the  cool,  poised  Bears  struck 
for  a  touchdown  with  only  37  left  in  the 


game  to  tie  the  score  at  20-20.  The  winner 
was  decided  on  total  net  yardage  and  the 
Bruins  held  a  25  yard  margin,  294  yards 
to  269. 

A  basket  full  of  honors  went  to  a  list 
of   Lenior  Rhyne   individuals  this  year. 

Farmer,  of  course,  was  the  big  man 
the  conference  in  total  offense,  was  named 
as  far  as  honors  were  concerned.  He  led 
the  Most  Valuable  player,  named  to  the 
all-state,  all-conference,  all-district  and 
all- American  teams  for  the  second 
straight  year. 

End  Dick  Lage  followed  Farmer  closely 
in  the  honor  department.  Lage  was  all- 
conference,  all-district,  and  all-state  des- 
pite  an  early-season   injury. 

Wade  Teague  was  named  to  the  all-con- 
ference team  along  with  end  Ronnie  Frye, 
guard  Jim  Edmiston,  and  wingback 
Marcus  Midgett. 

Blocking  back  Adam  Maples  was  nam- 
ed the  best  blocker  in  the  conference 
for  the  second  year  in  a  row  and  will 
receive  the  Kirkland  Blocking  trophy 
again. 
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Gatwood  Receives  Doctors  Degree 


Robin  F.  Gatwood  of  Lenoir  Ehyne 
college's  music  faculty  has  been  award- 
ed his  doctor  of  education  degree  by  New 
York  university. 

Dr.  Gatwood's  thesis  was  entitled  "The 
Application  of  Certain  Types  of  Electronic 
Equipment  to  the  Teaching  of  Music." 
It  involved  extensive  research  into  the 
practical  application  and  use  of  such 
devices  as  recorders,  commercial  record- 
ings, and  stroboscopes  in  the  teaching  of 
applied  :nusic. 

Director  of  Lenoir  Rhyne's  band,  Dr. 
Gatwood  received  his  bachelor  of  science 
degree  in  the  field  of  music  educaiion 
in  1938  and  his  master  of  arts  degree 
(with  a  minor  in  Dsychology)  in  1939 
from  George  Peabody  college  for  Teach- 
ers  in   Nashville,  Tennessee. 

He  has  completed  courses  in  radio  en- 
gineering as  extension  work  at  North 
Carolina  state  college. 

Dr.  Gatwood  began  his  teaching  career 
as  director  of  bands  at  Vanderbilt  univer- 
sity. After  two  years  there  he  began 
public  school  music  work  as  director  of 
instrumental  music  in  the  Parker  District 
schools  of  Greenville,   South  Carolina. 

In  High  Point  he  was  public  school 
music  director  and  worked  with  both 
bands  and  glee  clubs  in  the  system. 

Following  World  War  11  service  in  the 
United  States  Navy,  he  resumed  work 
with  the  High  Point  schools. 

During  the  summre  of  1946  he  served 
as  acting   head   of  the  music   department 


at  the  State  Teachers  college  in  Florence, 
Alabama,  where  he  was  instrumental  in 
re -organizing  the  existing  music  depart- 
ment. 

He  came  to  Lenoir  Rhyne  college  in 
1947.  Besides  teaching  courses  in  music 
education  and  audio-visual  education, 
he  now  directs  the  campus  band  and  a 
dance  band  group  known  as  the  Kampus 
Kats. 

Dr.  Gatwood  holds  memberships  in  the 
Music  Educators  National  conference,  the 
College  JSand  Directors  National  asso- 
ciation, and  the  North  Carolina  Music 
Educators  association.  In  1949  he  appear- 
ed in  the  'They  are  making  America 
musical"  series  in  "The  School  Musician" 
national  magazine.

Demonstrations  at  the  workshop  were 
on  three  language  teaching  levels — college, 
high  school,   and  elementary   school. 

To  open  the  institute  Friday  afternoon, 
Lenoir  Rhyne  board  of  trustees  members 
Dr.  H.  E.  Isenhour,  LL.  D.,  and  Dr. 
Frank  Efird,  D.  D.,  both  of  Salisbury, 
conducted  a  short  dedicatory  service  for 
for  the  college  language  lab — installed 
only  this  year. 

Only  four  other  North  Carolina  higher 
education  institutions — Davidson  college, 
the  University  of  North  Carolina,  Duke 
university,  andElon  college — have  com- 
parable facilities. 

Laboratory  teaching  technique  demon- 
strations, question  and  answer  periods, 
and  laboratory  workshops  were  Friday 
afternoon  and  night  and  Saturday  morn- 
ing. 

Lenoir  Rhyne's  modern  language  de- 
partment, headed  by  Dr.  Walter  T.  Nau  of 
Hickory,  sponsored  the  institute  and 
workshop.

Died.  Dr.  John  LeRoy  Deaton,  '15,  of 
Baltimore,  Maryland.  Pastor  of  Christ 
English  Lutheran  church  in  Baltimore,  Dr. 
Deaton  was  awarded  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Divinity  by  Lenoir  Rhyne  in  1935.  He 
served  pastorates  in  Wyomissing,  Pa.; 
Philadelphia,    and   Baltimore. 

For  12  years  a  member  of  the  Board  of
